17. A method of making a display strip, comprising: 

providing electronic component stock, wherein the electronic component stock 
comprises a ptoality of lights; 

providing label stock, the label stock having a printable surface; 

printing an image on the label stock; and 

securing the label stock to the electronic component stock. 

18. The method of claim 17, comprising: 

cutting the label stock so that a resulting shape of the label stock generally 
conforms with a shape of the electronic component stock. 

19. The method of claim 17, wherein the step of providing label stock comprises: 
providing label stock having window portions that allow light to be transmitted 

through the label stock. 

20. The method of claim 17, wherein the step of securing the label stock 
comprises: 

securing the label stock usmg an adhesive. 

2 1 . The method of claim 1 7, wherein the step of printing an image comprises: 
creating an image using a graphics program; and 

instructmg a printer to print the image on the label stock. 
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
